While the box must be strong, so 
there will be no danger of injury in 
handling, it must also be as light as 
possible s!i that the express chargea 
will be the minimum. 

Ship only by express, |>rcpaid. 
Do not forget this, as prompt deliv- 
ery cannot be made unless the 
charges art* prepaid. Another im- 
portant item is to ship a few more 
ears than is called for. This will 
give you a complete sample, should ^ 
some ol tbe ears be injured in transit 
or become moldy. Bemcmbcr that 
each exhibit ear must be |iraclically 
perfect. The kernels must all bo in 
place, and the ear must show no 
injury iii any part. 

Be very careful to label each pack- 
age with your entry curd, previously 
secured from the matiageiiiciil of the 
Kxposition. This gives the correct 
address aud also euntaius the iiuniber 
of your entry. This is the only way 
in wliieli the uianagcment eau keep a 
eumplete record and give you due 
credit for your exhibit.
